Finding and order of a Naval Court
held on board the British .steamship
City of Paris at Honolulu, on the l!Uh
ami JOih days of June, 1634, to inves-
tigate the circumstances attending
the death of a female emigrant on
board the British steamship City of
Paris, of the port of Liverpool, otticial
number oi,U-f- j; and also to inquire a3
to the cause of the excessive mor-
tality of emigrant passengers on
board the said ship City of Paris, on
her recent voyage from Madeira and
the Azores to the port wf Honolulu.

The Court having carefully investi-
gated the circumstances of the case of
death of a female emigrant on board !

the said ship are of opinion that the
explosion at Corouel.when one female
was fatally, and several others se- - i

verely injured, was accidental, and j

not attributable In any fault of either !

the master or ollicers of the ship, as
the rockets appear to have been lired
at the proper places and in the ap- - ;

pointed manner. There were two
rockets tired, both of which appear to
have been erratic in their courses,
the one from the starboard side fall- - ?

ing in a boat on the port side, and
the other, tired from the port side,
having fallen amongst the passengers
on the starboard side of the deck and
occasioning the accident now under
investigation.

The Court are inclined to attribute
the accident to the rockets having
been defective, possibly from damp.
From the evidence of the doctor, the
Court are satisfied that the death of
the female passenger was clearly at-

tributable to the numerous wounds
received from this explosion.

The Court, however, are of opinion
that rockets of this nature should not
be used for purposes of display, but
only in cases of necessity.

As regards the excessive mortality
of emigrant passengers, the Court are
of opinion that on the discovery of
the prevalence of measles at Madeira,
and especially on finding actual dis-

ease amongst the embarking passen-
gers, all embarkation of emigrants
should have ceased, and further em-

barkation should have been pro-

hibited until a period of three weeks
had elapsed, during which intending
emigrants should have been segre-
gated, and should have shown no
appearauce of disease. The Court are
further of opinion that the rapid
spread of measles among the passen-
gers whilst in the harbor of t.
Michaels should have been regarded
as an absolute prohibition of the em-

barkation of fresh emigrants from an
unintected port ; and further, that the
ship should not have been allowed to !

leave port witu a disease evidently i

becoming epidemic on board. i

The Court are tint her of opinion j

thai the deaths amongst the 5t.

Michaels passengers are clearly attri-
butable to tie contagion of measles,
received on board the steamship City
of Paris. It appears to the Court that
when the disease was reported by the j

doctor to the captain as epidemic, and i

likely to spread rapidly through the
ship, and it having been apparently j

considered that the disease did not j

oiler a sullicient bar to the departure j

of the snip, provision ought to have
been made tor a proper nursing stall' I

in prospect of a large increase of pa-

tients; and it appears to the Court
that it was impossible for any one
medical otlicer, with one uunualilicd
assistant to superintend the nursing
of such a luge number of patients (as
maiiv as tvo hundred at one li.ue)
scattered over vario. is portions of the
sop, including tile tv small iios-j.tal- s.

The Court are of opinion that the
provisions and water were of go.ui
.anility and aaequ Uc quantity; but
on inspection of the ship as she ap-

pears now, the Court are of opinion
that the deck on which the emigrants
were berthed, as well as the two
hospitals, are in a very dirty eondi- - j

tion, and it would be well that the ,

ship be thoroughly cleansed and dis- - !

infected before she leaves port. They j

further recommend that the hospital j

bedding be thoroughly disinfected j

--and boiled or destroyed. i

The Court are further of opinion
that when the disease became epi-

demic the saloon cabins and other
portions of the upper deck might
have been utilized for hospital pur-
poses, and that the excessive mortal-
ity is largely due to the severe type
of the disease, inadequate nursing,

staff and hospital accommodation,

insufliciently ventilated.

The Court desire to express their
belief that Mr. Kenny, surgeon of
ship, performed his arduous duties
thoroughly, and did everything that
was possible in the way of care and
attention under the circumstances in
which he was placed.

On the 24th ill t. a meetiug was convened
by placards posted about town signed by
Messers. J. O. Carter, D. Kahanu, Henry
"Waterhouse and AV. Ij. Holokahiki.
Amongst the audience were Messrs. God-

frey Drown, Clarence Ashford, P. C. Jones,
Jr., Thos. Thrum, G. Castle, Dr. Jrnerson,
J. S. Emerson-- , S. E. Bishop, He v. J. A.

Cruzau, J. T. Waterhouse, Sr., 12. S.
Cunha, Dr. Trousseau, A Kraft, H. S.
Tregloan, Dr. Stangeuwald, L. A. Thurs-
ton, John Smithies and many others. The
hall was completely filled and there were
also many listeners on the outside. At
ten minutes to 8 o'clock Mr. J. O. Carter
ascended the rostrum and announced the
object of the meeting. He said they were
gathered together to discuss the political
situation. He called upon the meeting
to nominate a chairman. Mr. Henry
"Waterhouse was nominated by Mr. L. A.
Thurston aud elected to the chair by ac-

clamation.
The chairman thanked the meeting for

the honor conferred on him and announced
that Mr. J. O. Carter had consented to
address the meeting.

Messrs. W. A. Kinney and 3. M. Poe-po- e

were elected Secretaries, and the Rev.
A. O. Forbes, Interpreter.

Mr. Carter said, Fellow citizens, you
aro all acquainted with the fact that the
Legislative Assembly is in session and
very little has been done so far in the
direction of the passage of laws. Some
excuse has been made that the Finance
Committee had to devote considerable
time to the examination of the various de-

partments. Their report has been placed
before the House and it has been read by
nearly everybody, it presents a startling
condition f alt'iirs and every taxpayer and
citizen of the Kingdom is interested in it.
Thai report v. as signed by the full Com-

mit let--, but for soni' reason the Hon. Jas.
Keau has decided t speak as much
against as for it. When the Hon. Member
for Honolulu so stultifies himself, there
must be some reason that honorable men
cannot understand. I confess it is diffi-cu- lt

to understand. It is s;dd that look
ers-o- n see more ot the game than those
who play. I perhaps was not fuily alive.
to the condition of affairs until I received
two letters from California this morniug.
Referring to the Rank Rill, iuy corres-ponde- nt

states that there is a man in
Honolulu who says he carries votes enough
in his pocket to ensure its passage (ap-

plause), nis correspondent states, "He
trusts the Rank Rill will not pass;" it
remains for us to say, shall it pass or not?

Another writer, a legal gentleman in
California says: "litre the bill would be
set aside on constitutional grounds, that
is because its title does not set forth ihc
true nature of the bill." The same gen-

I wish now, in order to show you
our right, I will read to you the loth
Article of the Constitution. Unless the
Attorney-Geuer- al has been misrepresent-
ed; he has said "the Cabinet Council has
uo right to appropriate public funds,"
but he advised them to pass a resolution
for certain funds which appear in his
report. With .ill his cleverness, the
Attorney-Gener- al has not deemed it wise
to set forth the necessity of calling the
Privy Council together. It appears to
have resolved itself into a Cabinet Govern-
ment. They have cut loose from all stat-
utory limitations. You may say the act
of the Attorney General was a courageous

; one. I admit it, but there was very little
, discretion in doing that he knows to

having been a wrong act. Gentlemen,
i the Constitution of 18G1 is the fundatnen- -

tal law of this land; it is our duty to
express ourselves this night whether the
(Government shall go on, because for
sooth for some hidden reason they control
a majority in the Assembly. This viola-

tion of the Constitution means more than
wc think for. Under this Article, taxes
an levied; if we do not express our opin-

ion, the public credit will be ruined and
our condition will b- - like that of a South

1 was
invited by Godfrey Brown to go into the
Treasury with Mr. Pratt, and it required
our throe heads to unravel the muddle that
already exists, liad government is expen-
sive. "NVe have been too lenient for the past
two years. No report handed in, yet by the
.Ministers, and the Finance Report does not
show you how expensive bad government
has been to the Kingdom. The Minister of
Finance makes a plausible show of what he
may consider of a financial conscience. The
Cabinet have borrowed money at 12 and i

per cent., whereas it could be had for 7 per
cent.

He explained about the unexpended loan
fund (S130.000) at the time this Ministry
took ofiice. It is possible they anticipated a
thorough examination of accounts, because
in the Treasury we found in an envelope a
note for $3,000 due to a firm in this city
which they probably thought would fall to
their successors to pay.

He next referred to the Auditor's Act.
He said every section, or nearly so. has been
violated. Section 2 is mandatory. It is
not for yon to say "you will or you will
not." I may have to speak of my friend the
Auditor-Genera- l. I do so more in sorrow
than in anger. (ITe related his experience
in examining the books of the Bureau of
Immigration, and explains the non-payme- nt

into the Treasury of moneys received from
planters as per Finance Committee's report. )

He placed the responsibility on the Minis-terio- r,

ex officio President of the Board of
Immigration.

He stated there were moneys taken from
the Immigration Department into the De-

partment of Foreign Affairs, for which there
was not one scratch of tho pen.

He recapitulated in extetso the latter part
of t lie Finance Committee's report. In con-

clusion, Mr. Carter said : This is a serious
aspect. Are we to go on paying taxes into
the hands of men who ignore statutory
provisions, and who seem determined to
work their own sweet will with Government
money? I hope this meeting will so express
itself so that His Ma jest' will understand
we are doing that which is our last resort.
There is nothing beyond this but force, aud
force none of us wish to see brought into
play. (Loud applause.) Trusting I have
quickened your apprehension on the exist-
ing state of political affairs, I resign my
position, thauking you for the kind manner
in which you have listened to me.

The chairman asked if anyone had any
resolutions to offer.

Mr. Thurston read tho following :

fsolved : That a committee of live per-

sons be appointed by this meeting to pre-

pare a petition for signatures addressed to
His Majesty tho King and that tho petition
shall express tho sense of this meeting to
be as folio kvs:

That the M.niitry have violated the 15th
Article of the Constitution by expending
Government money unauthorized by the
Legislative Assembly;

Tnat the Appropriation Act of 1332 has
been violated by transfers of appropria-
tions and payment of Government money not
provided for in the said Act;

That Section 2 of the 23rd Chapter of the
Laws of 13S2, known as the Audit Act,
lias been violated inasmuch as a part of the
the revenues of the Kingdom have not
been covered into the National Treasury as
provided in the said Act;

That the Coinage Act of 1330 has been
violated and as a result the Kingdom has
a silver coinage in excess of its needs, up-

on which by the neglect of the Ministry,
the Treasury has lost and an individual has
made large protits;

That a number of the members of the Leg-

islative Assembly now convened seem to
have been so wrought upon by hidden in-

fluences that the will and voice ef the peo-

ple cannot hud expression;
That, therefore, wo have no other reaourct

left to u as citizBi than to asaomble and

express a want of confidence in His Ma-

jesty's present Cabinet ollicers and humbly
to petition His Majesty to ask them to ten-

der theii resignation, and this we ever 'pray.
The Chairman was empowered to appoint

a Committee to wait on His Majesty with
the above resolutions, after ihev had been
otiVred for public signatures. He appointed
Hon. D. Kahanu, Messrs. W. L. Holokahiki. ,

J. U. Kawainui. C. M. Cooke, and Thos. li.
Lucas.

In conclusion Mr. Carter said: "There !

ought not to be any skirking in this busi-
ness; every man ought to stand up to the
music and march to it."

The meeting closed at 9:30 p.m.

Annual Corpus t'liriti Iroccsioii lit

The quiet, monotonous life of Wuiluku
was most pleasantly exchanged for one of
general joy and exultation.

It is Sunday morning. The early
crowds of strangers, who ate congregating
about on the Catholic Mission grounds,
the busy members of the Committee on
Decoration, who are making the final ar-

rangements, and the ringing of the church
bells, announce that the great and Jong-sighed-f- or

day has dawned.
Long and expensive were the prepara-

tions.
At 10 a. M. the train arrived with

about 30O visitors from Ilamakua, Maka-wa- o

and Spreekelsville, who are ail to
take part in the principal solemnity of th
day viz: The Annual Corpus Christ i

procession'.
At 10:30 a. m. solemn High Mass was

celebrated by liev. Father Theodor of
liana, assisted by Itev. Father Gulstan, as
deacon, and liev. Gregory as sub-deaco- n.

An eloquent sermon was preached by liev.
Gulstan. The musical portion was en-

joy eel by all. The singing was, as usual,
excellent. Bio. Francis, organist and
director of tho Mission Brass Band, which
played several new and beautiful pieces,
before and after divine service, deserves
praise.

The morning service ended about 12
o'clock.

At 2 p. M. the solemn procession was
formed anil moved in the following order:

Cross-beare- r 2 Acolytes carrying tlam-bea- us

auel 2 ringing bells; 150 school
children, dressed in white, adorned with
red sashes, and all bearing miniature
banners. Then followed a long line of
men and women. About 20 banners bear-
ing either pictures or inscriptions of the
blessed Virgin Mary, St. Joseph, St. An-

thony, St. Anna, The Sacred Hearts, etc.,
etc., were interspersed in the procession.
A portable altar, richly decorateel and
carried by 12 men, was followed by 12
surpliceel acolytes, carrying burning in-

cense, and others strewing flowers. Now
came the sublime feature of the proces-
sion, the blessed sacrament, encltsed in
the richly ornamented monstrance, borne
by ltev. Gregory and assisteel by liev.
Gulstan auel liev. Theodor. They were
sheltered by'a beautiful baldachin, which
was carried by 1 men. On each side were
3 men, each carrying" a kahili, 2 of
which were especiajly beautiful and at-

tractive. They arc a valuable donation,
presented by a lady of the congregation.
Then followed the choir and band playing
and singing alternately.

In holy awe, respect and veneration,
with uncovered heads, the orderly throng
of people moved along until they came to
the cemetery, where a beautiful altar,
profusely adorneel with garlands and
ferns, was erected, and where the whole
mass of people fell on their knees during
the blessed sacrament.

From thence the procession moved east
as far as the elepot, thence west on Depot
street to the newly b iilt hospital, in the
court yard of which the pious multitude
gathered, prostrating themselves as the
holy eucharist was placed upon the mag-

nificent altar erected upon the veranda of
the hospital. Aft:-- r offering incense and
a brief service, liiv. Gregory addressed
the public in English, native aud Portu-
guese. Notwithstanding tho high wind
which was blowing at a rapid rate, the
powerful voice of the old but vigorous
orator could be elistinc-tl- heard by all.

He commented principally upon the
signification of the procession, praising
the multitude for openly professing their
faith; concluding by invoking the blessing
of God upon the Government, which has
accomplished a great deed of charity by
erecting the present hospital; upon the
kind Sisters, who have left their country
and dear ones and have come here to care
for our sick; upon Mr. Everett and Dr.
Enders who take so much interest in the
charitable institution; and, finally, upon
all benefactors.

After benediction the procession
marched to church, where after a short,
but impressive service, ending with the
benediction, the programme of the mem- -
orabledar concluded.
